Indianapolis, Feb. 20. — A fire that 


menaced the wholesale district .ot 
this city started in the -wareroonWi 
gf the Fahnley & McCrea Milliner^., 
company and raged for four hours* 
Three general alarms brought into ac- 
tion every department in the city and 
suburbs. When the fire was broughB 
under control eight buildings, among 
which were three hotels, had been 
completely destroyed, causing a losa 
estimated at $1.500,000. One fireman* 
was hurt by falling walls. Fire brands 
large as hen's eggs fell in a perfect 
storm over the business portion of tha 
city, and on every building were sta- 
tioned companies of men equipped 
with fire apparatus, and their unitedi 
efforts succeeded in preventing a gen* 
eral conflagration. 


The fire, which was one of the most: 


spectacular in the history of the city, 
was under full headway before aa 
alarm was sounded. The first intima- 
tion of a fire was received when a 
watchman saw the windows on the sec- 
ond and third floors of the east fronti 
of Fahnley & INIcCrea's building bursti 
open, allowing sheets of flame to es- 
cape into Meridian street. A general 
alarm, followed by two others in suc- 
cession, was turned in, and by the time 
the first company reached the scene 
the millinery house was almost com- 
pletely gutted and the fire had spread 
to the Kiefer Drug company's build'ing. 
Simultaneously the flames broke out in 
Jackson place, which bounds the Fahn- 
ley & McCrea building on the west, 
and almost instantly the flames were 
communicated to the St. Nicholas ho« 
tel and the Griffiths Brothers' millinery 
house in Jackson place, and the Savoy; 
hotel in Louisiana street 


For half an hour it was doubtful 


whether or not the firemen could copa 
•with the flames, on account of a totter* 
ing wall which threatened to crush ia 
the buildings to the north, allowing 
the flames to spread to the warehouse 
of Haven & Geddes. wholesale grocers. 
When the wall collapsed in the alley< 
without damaging the building occuj 
pied by Thompson & Co.. the flatneaf 
•were brought under control and sev- 
eral departments were dispatched td 
their stations to await possible calls 
from the districts menaced by flying) 
embers.

On the journey of o.OOO miles to the 
prison to which sue was committed in 
Siberia she experienced many horrors.

Other states have been 
slow to imitate their example, and the 
defeat of the effort to do so in Kansas 
and Montana shows that the evidence 
of the success of complete woman suff- 
rage in the adjoining States of Colo- 
rado and Idaho has not as yet been 
strong enough to convince a majority 
of the latter's lawmakers as to its.ad- 
visability.

The Best Evidence In Criminal Trials. 


Very many people are honestly tena- 


cious in the opinion that circumstan- 
tial evidence is never strong enough to 
warrant capital punishment. On this 
point one of England's greatest crimi- 
nal judges. Sir Henry Hawkins, writes 
as follows in a book of legal reminis- 
cences recently published: 


Let me say a word about circumstantial 


evidence Some writers have spoken of it 
as a kind of "dangerous Innovation" in our 
criminal procedure. It is almost the only 
evidence that is obtainable in all great 
crimes, and it Is the best and most reli- 
able. I have witnessed many great trials 
for murder, but do not remember one 
where there was an eyewitness to the 
deed. How is it possible, then, to bring 
home the clmrge to the culprit unless you 
rely on circumstantial evidence? Cucum- 
sta'ntial evidence is the evidence of cir- 
cumstances—facts that speak for them- 
selves and that cannot be contradicted. 
Circumstances hax'e no motive to deceive, 
while human testimony is too often the 
product of every kind of motive. 


Opponents of circumstantial evidence 


hold that circumstances may be very 
clear against an accused person and 
yet fall short of the absolute proof 
which alone should, warrant the ex- 
treme penalty. 
Extraordinary cases 


have been cited to support this view. 
On the other hand, alleged eyewit- 
nesses have been known to retract their 
statements after a conviction and even 
after execution; hence, as Judge Haw- 
kins intimates, human nature may be 
less worthy of credence than fact

The fellows then dared Mr. Schaller 


to come out into the road. Mr. Schal- 
ler, who is a man not easily bluffed, 
placed his 
bucket of water on 
the 


ground and started towards the men, 
one of whom struck a vicious blow at 
him. 
Schaller responded and struck 


the fellow, who pulled a revolver and 
fired three times at him. One of the 
balls struck him in the right shoulder, 
breaking 
the collar bone, another 


struck him near the Ml eye, but did 
not penetrate the skull. The third shot 
went wild and it is said passed through 
the hat of a bystander. Drs. D. M. 
Smith and Cosner were called and at- 
tended to Mr. Schaller's injuries.

That Are Cut Decollete and 
Women 


Who Have Been Divorced Tabooed 


by This Society. 


New York, Feb. 20—The effort of 


Miss Eliza O'Brien Lummis to organize 
a society of Catholic women for the 
condemnation of low necked dresses 
and the ostracising of divorcees has at 
last received the stamp of Papal au- 
thorit}', and the society has been regu- 
larly inaugurated under the name of 
"Daughters of the Faith." 


Miss Lummis began her propaganda 


against low necked 
dresses and di- 


vorce a year ago. At her own house 
she called a meeting ot prominent 
Catholic women and proposed that a 
society called the "Daughters of the 
Faith" should be founded for the pur- 
pose of condemning the wearing of 
decollette costumes and ostracisin 
from Catholic society all women who 
had been divorced. 


Although her plan was warmly em- 


braced by a very large number of well- 
known Catholics, It provoked a storm 
of protest from another 
faction, ot 


which Mrs. Thomas W. Ward was the 
leader. The faction controlled by Mrs. 
Ward declared that the condemnation 
of divorcees and decollete gowns was 
without the province of society, since 
divorce and the wearing of low necked 
froks were matters of private con- 
conscience.

Cincinnati, O., ITeb. 20.—River condi- 


tions here remain 
practically un 


changed. 
Moderating weather 
has 


slightly softened the surface ice, but 
the gorges remain firm. Several thou- 
sand people crossed the liver on the 
ice without accident. 
The steamboat 


men are still blasting the ice from 
about their property,and all the steam- 
ers now have their wheels free and 
will not be totally helpless when the 
breakup comes, which is not expected 
for several days. 


River men state that nothing less 


than a 40-foot stage would carry off the 
ice. This must come from the many 
up-river tributaries of the Ohio. Should 
the Licking river go on a rampage it 
would have a terrible effect upon ship 
ping in the harbor proper. There has 
been considerable activity along the 
west water front. Most of the fleets at 
the coal elevators are in as good con- 
dition as they can be got for the gen- 
eral break-up.

TRACTION COMPANY WILL BUILD 


NEW HOTEL. 


Work May 'Begin in the Spring—Re- 


moval of Stumps Continues—More 


Cottages Going Up. 


The Columbus, Buckeye Lake and 


Newark Traction company will build 
a 50 room hotel at Buckeye Lake, 
though definite steps towards the con- 
struction have not as yet been taken. 
Neiher General Manager J. R. Hard- 
en nor Park Manager Will D. Harris 
was prepared to say Monday morning 
when actual work will be commenced, 
nit both admitted that it is the inten- 
tion of the company to erect a modern 
hotel at the Lake, and it is possible 
the work 
will be undertaken this 


spring. 


The work of cutting the stumps from 


the reservoir, the water of which is 
at a decidedly low stage, is progress- 
ing, and will continue as long as the 
ice'lasts. It is figured out that with 
the water at a stage of about five feet 
lower than normal, and with the ice so 
the workmen can continue, when the 
normal stage is reached the stumps 
will be five feet from the surface, per- 
mitting sail boats of at least 40 feet in 
length1' to .safely agyigate the body of 
waterr Over 50,(^0' have so far been 
taken"from tlie.:;iaTre. 


A number of new sail boats will be 


seen on the reservoir thercoming sum- 
mer as well as a number of new pri- 
vate launches. 


There is under construction at pres- 


ent in Newark a new passenger gaso- 
line boat, designed for the trade from 
the interurban station to the east end 
of the lake, making landing at Holts- 
berry's, Avondale, Bumcrat's • hotel, 
and other points east of the Park pier. 
This boat is owned 
by two Newark 


men, Wm. Kneeland and Chas. Bader, 
and is perfect in its appointments .be- 
ing especially designed and equipped 
for the mossy water found in the part 
ot the lake over which it will ply. The 
craft will be launched 
early, in the 


spring. 


The launches operated by the Buck- 


eye boat company are now being thor- 
oughly overhauled in readiness for the 
summer's business, the machinery hav- 
ing been removed 
from two of the 


crafts, the repair work and general re- 
construction of which is now going on. 


Several new cottages are to be built 


at the lake this spring. One man, Mr. 
S. Granstaff of Columbus, is arranging 
to build a half dozen cottages near 
Buckeye Lake park as soon as the 
weather permits.
